What we want, in ad­ 
dition, is all of the labor employed 
at just as high wages at it can com­ 
mand. 
“As a matter 
of 
cold-blooded, 
economics/’ continues The Post, “we 
do not want their purchasing power 
decreased. 
Wholesale reductiou in 
wages is not the cure for unemploy­ 
ment. The Steel Corporation is said 
to have about a hundred and thirty 
thousand men on its pav roll now. 
against two hundred and forty thou­ 
sand in 1913, but spokesmen 
for 
labor were quite right in protesting 
against a suggestion that wages be 
reduced.”

Township Officials Must 
Pay 
All 


Office Bills Unless Correctional 


Bill Goes Through 


Unless a bill which will be intro­ 
duced in the legislature in Indian­ 
apolis soon is passed, the township 
trustees throughout the state o f Ind­ 
iana will have to move out into the 
street, establish offices under tents 
or pay their office rent and deputy 
salaries out o f their own pockets. 
It w as learned this week from tlie 


state board of accounts that the at­ 
torney general has ruled that it is 
illegal for the advisory board to ap­ 
prove o f bills for office rent, salary 
o f deputies and clerks and that the 
township trustee has 110 authority, 
to pay these expenses out 
o f 
the 
township funds. 
Not only does this 
affect the incumbent township trus­ 
tees, but the attorney general rules 
that for years all such 
paym ents 
have been illegal. 


Under the attorney general’s rul­ 
ing, accepted by the state board of 
accounts, the only office expenses of 
a township trustee that are provided 
for by the law are his office books, 
records, desk, sa fe and chair. 
The 
law does not provide that the town­ 
ship shall furnish a roof to put over 
these things. 
The attorney general 
says that if the township 
trustee 
w ants a roof under which to do busi­ 
ness required by his office, he shall 
pay that rent for such office him self. 


Then if the township is too big for 
one man to handle, the law provides 
that he may have a deputy and clerk 
but does not provide that the tow n­ 
ship shall pay for them. 
Here again 
the trustee’s private funds must be 
used. 
Trustees in the past have been 


paying office rent <»ut o f the tow n­ 
sh ip ’s funds and th e w a rra n ts have 
been approved by the tow nship a d ­ 
visory boards, but now the attorney 
general s a y s th a t this w as illegi 
and th a t it is illegal for the to w n sh ip 
to pay h alf of the office r< ut and so 
on. 


The bill that will he offered to the 
legislature is draw n with the idea oi 
legalizing all ol‘ the past actions of 
this kind of advisory boards 
and 
trustees and to make provisions for 
the office expense of trustees in the 
future. 
The tow nship trustees are 
not greatly worried at the prospect 
of moving out into the street or p a y ­ 
ing office rent. 
The bill is expected 
to pass, but if it does not it is im ­ 
probable that the office of the tow n­ 
ship trustee will be allowed to roam 
about on the streets and become a 
“ custom er.”

From 1006 until 1912 Coombs' 


name was perhaps the most feared 
of any pitcher. 
Jumping into the 


big league from

of victories at Colby college. Coombs 
startled the baseball world after he 
had been in the league but a few 
weeks by pitching and winning a, 
twenty-four inning game against the 
Boston Red Sox. 
The score was 4 


to 1. It is the longest major league 
game on record.

\isc.ry boards, but now the attorney 
general says that this \v.is illegal ' 
and that it is illegal for the township 
to pay half of the office rent and so 
on. 


The bill that will be offered to the 


legislature is drawn with the idea of 
legalizing all of the past actions of 
this kind of advisory boards 
and 


trustees and to make provisions for 
the office expense of trustees in the 
future. 
The township trustees are 


not greatly worried at the prospect 
of moving out into the street or pay- 
ing office rent. 
The bill is expected 


to pass, but if it does not it is im- 
probable that the office of the town- 
ship trustee will bo allowed lo roam 
about on the streets and become a 
"customer."

Unless a bill wlueh will be intro- 


dueed in the legisluture in Indian- 
apolis soon is passed, the township 
trustees throughout tbe state of Ind- 
iana will have to move out into the 
street, establish olliees under tents 
or pay tlicir office rent, anil deputy 
salaries out of their own pockets. 


It was learned this week from the 


state board of accounts that the at- 
torney general has ruled that it is 
illegal for the advisory board to ap- 
prove of bills for office rent, salary 
of deputies and clerks and that the 
township trustee has no authority, 
to pay these expenses out 
of 
the 


township funds. Xot only does this 
affect the incumbent township trus- 
tees, but the attorney general rules 
that for years all such 
payments 


have been illegal. 


Under the attorney general's rul- 


ing, accepted by the state board of 
accounts, the only office expenses of 
a township trustee that are provided 
for by the law are his office books, 
records, desk, safe and chair. The 
law does not provide that the town- 
ship shall furnish a. roof to put over 
these things. The attorney general 
says that if the township 
trustee 


wants a roof under which to do busi- 
ness required by his office, he shall 
pay that rent for such office himself. 


Then if the township is too big for 


one man to handle, the law provides 
that he may have a deputy and clerk 
but does not provide that the town- 
ship shall pay for them. Here again 
the trustee's private funds must be 
used.
